The city council is holding a bargain sale of 
town lots. Anyone who wants a Jot in Edmonton 
can buy one during the next month for one-half 
the amount the city has been asking for it. 

The fact behind the news is that the city is 
land poor. Council wants to get some of the 
city-owned lots back into possession of private 
parties, who will pay taxes on them in years to 
come, Else the “vicious circle” will continue, 
with the city taking over more property each 
year than it can get rid of—and raising taxes 
against the remaining owners. 

This is good business from the city’s stand- 
point. It will be good business for the buyers 
too, if civic affairs are handled with judgment, 
its debt charges cut down and property taxes 
eased, 


THAT MIGHT HELP 


The Minister of marine is proposing to set 
up one national harbor board, to replace the 
local boards which have been administering 
ports and port business on both coasts.

WHEN SPENDING PAYS 


President Roosevelt tells his Republican 
friends that “Whereas the deficit of the federal 
Government this year is about $3,000,000,000, the 
income of the people of the Vnited States has 
risen from $35,000,000,000 in 1932 to $65,000,- 
000,000 in 1936.” 

The inference of course is that this deficit, 
and those of the three preceding years, have 
helped to bring about the increase in national 
income; and that since the taxpayers have 
gained in incomes far more than they lost 
through Government spending, they ought to be 
satisfied.

Bad times are times when Governments 
must spend, and should spend liberally and 
intelligently. The money they invest in im- 
provements is not wasted if it results in more 
and cheaper production and larger national in- 
come. Fixed assets and better facilities for 
doing business do not represent money thrown 
away, but money put to reproductive use 

To insist that budgets be balanced in bad 
times is to insist that Government shall be 
inefficient and invite a popular uprising. The 
complementary truth is that a Government 
which brings in an unbalanced budget in good 
times should be thrown out of office at the first 
opportunity.

Dr. Leo F. Campbell re- 
cently described his method 
of having people eat them- 
selves thin, before a medical 
convention at Kansas City. He 
puts them on diets of high 
protein foods and bids them

they weigh. Dr. Campbell gave details of 
twenty-seven overweight persons he had treated 
by this method. Their ages ranged from 14 
years to 67 years. 

Twenty-one were women. All averaged a 
weight loss of two and a half pounds a week.

Years ago, for the same reason that many 
men turn to drink, I turned from architecture 
and engineering to newspaper work, Recently 
I've been planning a modest cottage with some 
modern comforts and architectural character 
against the day when I leave city life. I’m im- 
pressed on the one hand with 
made in home planning in the last quarter cen- 
tury, and on the other hand with the gap that 
must be covered before the modern house 
catches up with modern needs, modern en- 
gineering and the new age of stee] and plastics. 

The two most expensive rooms in most houses 
are the two of least service—the basement and 
the attic. In most homes they are hiding places 
junk, They are cold, dark and forbidding. 
They are an inheritance from the days of early 
agricultural settlement on this continent. With 
his first prosperity, the farmer wanted a house 
with a large basement for the storage of vege- 
tables and fuel, and a high sloping roof to shed 
the snow. It had to have a high slope for he 
had nothing but wood for rafters. Under the 
circumstances, that type of house with its deep 
basement, its stud walls and partitions, its 
wooden sloping roof and attic storage, was ex- 
cellent for the farmer. Ever since, most houses 
in the cities and towns of the continent have 
been built on the farm-house plan, with an 
expensively-excavated but little needed or used 
cellar basement, and a high-peaked wooden roof 
that houses a useless attic. 

The idea of a four-sided box into which all 
rooms had to be compressed dominated house 
architecture. With wooden floors and parti- 
tions it became an excellent sounding box to 
echo noises through the house. 


for 


Ernest Flagg has abolished expensive exca- 
vations in his houses. He lays a mattress of 
concrete, water-proofed and containing chan- 
nels for drain pipes and electric conduits. On 
this thick concrete mattress the house js built 
usually with native rubble stone walls set in 
“forms” and backed by concrete. Floors are 
laid on furring over the concrete and double 
thickness of felt. Kitchen and bathroom floors 
are of colored cement or Terazzo. Rooms under 
the roof in a Flagg house are not attic rooms, but 
full height and finished second floor rooms 

Flagg has a number of ingenious inventions 
of his own. One of the most startling is the 
abolition of ordinary 2x4 partitions, lathed and 
plastered on both sides. He merely hangs a jute 
or scrim curtain, between 2-inch finished bat- 
tens on the ceiling and floor in which the door 
frames are set. Plasterer: working on either 
side of the jute curtain, coat and finish it with 
plaster. When finished it is a solid cast 2-inch 
wall of plaster, taking four inches less room and 
being infinitely more sound proof than a stud 
partition. Tests by the New York fire brigade 
with a powerful hose showed the jute and plas- 
ter partition to be stronger than the stud par- 
tition. 

Edward D, Stone, another American architect, 
is making great advances in modern house 
architecture, He first settles on the number and 
sizes of the rooms required, groups them to- 
gether and throws a shell around them in what- 
ever style architecture is required. The heated 


garage is always a part of the house—as much 
a room as the furnace room, Like many 
modern architects he has the Isitchen on the 


level of the sidewalk. Living rooms are usually 
at the back, where they look out over the jewn 
and garden, giving a better vista than the front 
street affords. 

Floor joists are made of steel and the sub- 
floors of concrete cast in stee! frames Parti- 
tions are of hollow gypsum blocks, plastered, 
Biving fire and sound proofing. Halls are usually 
laid in rubber tile, and living room and study 
floors with cork. The dining room is laid in 
Terazzo—ie., marble chips laid in cement and 
trowelled to a shiny, washable surface. 

The outer walls are of concrete, finished in 


art stucco styles, Paths round the house

laid in glass bricks. 
Roofs of the new types of houses are flat. 
Steel beams give ample strength. ‘The lower 


storey projects beyond the upper storey on one 
face of the building, permitting a sun terrace 
for sleeping, sun-bathing and recreation 

Plumbing and engineering features of the 
modern house would require a special column 
to describe, and the decorative effects yet an- 
other 

These houses lend themselves to mass pro- 
duction on a factory line lay-out. Produced as 
cheap cars are produced they could be placed 
within the reach of every citizen, and bring to 
fruition the housewife’s drean

Many physicians lay great stress upon the 
troubles coming from diseased teeth. It seems 
to me that too much emphasis is often laid upon 
the effects produced by abscessed teeth and 
not enough on the ill health upon which the 
diseased teeth depend. Certain it is that many 
ailments can be traced to 
these abscesses, if one consid- 
ers this cause as an irritating 
cause, but the real cause of 
the diseased teeth must be 
found in errors of living 
which bring on hyperacidity 
of the stomach and various 
other deficiencies which affect 
the teeth, 

While neglect in the pro- 
per care of the teeth is to be 
regretted, the daily use of the 
tooth brush will not magically brush away the 
fundamental causes which lead to tooth decay. 
The teeth should be kept clean of tartar which 
destroys the paradental membrane, but if the 
brushing is too vigorous, as much harm will be 
done by this mechanical injury as by the chem- 
ica] action of the acids produced by decompos- 
ing food between the teeth. If dental floss is 
used, extreme care should be taken not to cut 
‘the delicate flesh surrounding the teeth, A 
soft cloth may often be used more effectively 
than a stiff tooth brush. A clean piece of gauze 
should be used each time, supplemented by the 
careful use of the dental floss. If a tooth brush 
is used, it should be a good one and thrown 
away after a month's use and a new, clean, 
sterile brush used in its place. 

Tooth decay is practically unknown with 
primitive people and is a product of civiliza- 
tion, due to the use of too many soft, mushy 
foods, and the consequent troubles of digestion 
which this soft starch diet produces, Excess 
acidity of the stomach is directly responsible 
for most of the diseases which affect the teeth 
and gums. Such disorders cannot be cured by 
direct treatment alone, but must be eliminated 
by constitutional measures which will affect the 
genera] health with the principal care given to 
correct diet, and especially to food combina- 
tions. Tooth decay is caused by a chemical 
action both in the mouth and also in the blood 
stream. 

Lowered vitality, to various excesses, 
will reduce the alkalinity of the blocd and 
create a depleted state of the body which will 
quickly affect the growth of the teeth and 
encourage decay. The good dentist of today is 
thoroughly alives to these facts, and will usually 
offer you suggestions about your diet at the 
same time that he is using measures to make 
your mouth clean. 

If you are suffering from rheumatism or 
neuritis, do not expect too much from the re- 
moval of a dead tooth which has abscessed at 
its root, but at the same time study out the 
causes which in the first place brought about 
the death of the tooth.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Henry T. G. R. writes: “I am 
troubled with a pain through the lower back. 
The family doctor says sciatica—the second 
doctor consulted says arthritis. What is it?” 


ANSWER: Sciatica refers to an inflamma- 
tion of the sciatic nerve and causes pain 
through the lower back and the leg, while 


arthritis refers to an inflammation of a joint. 
Without having an opportunity to examine you 
thoroughly, it is impossible for me to decide 
which disorder is present in your case. It is 
undoubtedly true that many patients who con- 
clude they have sciatica really have the begin- 
ning of arthritis. You will find that heat will 
provide temporary relief. If you have not yet 
had a complete examination. I suggest that you 
do so, X-ray pictures of the lower spine would 
help to establish the diagnosis. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Hattie O. wants to know: 
“My friends have been scaring me by teiling 
me that if I continue to use aluminum cooking 
pans, I will ruin my family’s health—ig this 
true? I am disturbed by the reports I hear, 
and yet I want to go on using these cooking 
vessels ‘f I can, as I have a good set and they 
were very expensive.” 

ANSWER: You will be reassured to learn 
that the consensus of medica] opinion is that 
the use of aluminum ware is in no way harmful 
to health. On the contrary, if the pans are of 
the type that allow cooking without the addi- 
tion of water, the foods cooked in them will be 


distinctly helpful to health, due to the fact 
that such foods will retain the mineral and 
vitamin content to a greater extent than if 


they were boiled in quantities of water. Go 
ahead and use the pans that you have and get 
the good out of them, Any method of cookery 
which conserves the food minerals, is to be 
encouraged All of those investigators who 
approach the problem from an unbiased view- 
point, agree that aluminum ware is perfectly 
safe.

On this date in 1630 Sir Wil- 
liam Alexander, who had been 
given the whole of Nova Scotia 


by King James, madé a grant of 
4,000 square miles to the La 
Tours, one of the most romantic 
of the many picturesque figures 
in our country, Claude LaTour, 
the Father, was a political “Vicar 
of Bray,” being French, then 
English and then French again in
